late the nex t morning and when he 
awoke he fou nd Johnson had d isap ­ 
p eared as had his v alu ables.

ap p eared on the streets. 
Johnson is 
not consid ered d angerou s, bu t has 
the wand erlu st in his sy stem.

Ru shv ille attorney s hav e read the 
Proctor bill which was 
signed by 
Gov ernor M arshall 
this 
afternoon

there are many “jokers” to be fou nd 
it. 
They maintain that it is nex t to 
imp ossible to hold elections in that 
p art of Ru shv ille township which is 
ou tsid e of the 
territorial limits of 
Ru shv ille or in other township s ou t­ 
sid e of cities all ov er the State, as 
the Proctor law p rov id es ^ nt that, 
besid es the 
inq orp orated city 
and 
township , shall be the u nit by which 
the v ote will be mad e. 
W hether by accid ent or p u re d e­ 
sign* to d efeat the “d ry ” interest, it 
is asserted 
that a v ery 
awkward 
blu nd er has been mad e in p rep aring 
the d etails of the law. 
Following 
closely in this instance the langu age 
of the cou nty op tion law, which is 
now ineffectiv e 
since the 
Proctor 
bill has been p assed , the 
new law 
s a y s : 


“When the p etition is signed by a 
nu mber of the q u alified electors of 
the territory in which su ch election is 
p etitioned for eq u al to not less than 
20 p er cent of the aggregate v otes 
cast in the territory in which su ch 
election is sou ght to be held for sec­ 
retary of State at the last general 
election.” 


Local attorney s d eclare 
that no 
p erson or p ersons can d etermine the 
twenty p er cent of the nu mber of 
v otes which were cast for the sec­ 
retary of State in the last 
general 
election in that p art of 
Ru shv ille 
township , which is not in the city 
limits. 
They believ e that it will he a 
v ery easy task to get the signatu res 
of twenty p er cent of the v oters who 
cast their ballots in the township and 
the city , to call a city election, bu t 
they can not u nd erstand how it will 
be p ossible to get the same nu mber 
of signatu res in the territory in the 
township ou tsid e of the city . 
They 
hav e no way of 
learning the v ote 
eastrin that p art of the township at 
the last general election, hence it will 
be imp ossible to know 
when they 
hav e twenty p er cent of the v oters on 
the p etition, which the law p rov id es 
shou ld be p resented to the commis­ 
sioners. 


A Roonv ille man, who is anx iou s 
to start a saloon, has fou nd what he 
d eclares to be a “joker” in the new 
law. 
It is his op inion that the emer­ 
gency clau se makes all “d ry ” cou n­ 
ties “ wet” at once, regard less of the 
clau se p rov id ing that all 
cou nties 
shall remain as they hav e been v oted 
u ntil the ex p iration of the two-y ear 
p eriod from the d ate of the election. 
TTe say s the two clau ses conflict and 
he has emp loy ed an attorney to look 
into the m atter for him. 
The a ttor­ 
ney hop es to make the case strong 
enou gh to establish a test su it in the 
W arrick circu it cou rt. 
The wou ld - 
be saloon keep er lias alread y ad v er­ 
tised for a license and is anx iou s to 
sta rt bu siness at once. 


The Grant

township for secretary of State in 
the last general election. 
It is im­ 
p ossible to d etermine the nu mber of 
v otes cast in the city of Ru shv ille in 
the last election for the same cand i­ 
d ate. 
If the nu mber can be obtained 
fhis week and the p etition p resented 
to the commissioners at their re<ru - 
lar Febru ary meeting nex t Mond ay , 
the “ d ry s” believ e they can keep s a ­ 
loons ou t, since it will be imp ossible 
to p etition for a saloon license before 
March 6 , as the Proctor law p ro­ 
v id es. 
The committee in charge of 
the 
camp aign consists of two men from 
each chu rch in the city . 
The cap ­ 
tain of the Salv ation Army here has 
been solicited for aid and has p rom ­ 
ised his own help as well as that of^ 
the members of the corp s. 
So fa r only one

the calling of an election,

It is commonly ru mored that sev er­ 
al old saloon keep ers will op en s a ­ 
loons ju st as soon as the two-y ear 
p eriod ex p ires, which is Febru ary 28 .

America has reached a time in her 
history when she can n o lon ger thin k 
an d act as an in depen den t. Her bu si­ 
n ess or trade relation s bin d her with 
cords stron g as iron to ev ery part of 
the globe. 
Her social relation s bin d 
her with cords as far reachin g as 
thou ght to ev ery n ation on the globe. 
Bu sin ess an d society roll ou r great 
world in to on e, an d pu ll it abou t to its 
ev ery lastin g disadv an tage, or pu ll it 
together for its etern al ben efit. 
We can n o lon ger thin k in states; 
we mu st thin k in n ation s. 
America 
poin ts with pride to her “Declaration 
©f In depen den ce.” It is time n ow to 
lay it rev eren tly away 
amon g 
the 
memories of a v alian t, 
cou rageou s, 
happy , an d well-spen t y ou th, 
an d 
tak e u p, with the du ties of matu rer 
y ears, the position 
of depen den ce 
that she thou ght she had left forev er 
behin d. 
The tariff qu estion is solv in g itself. 
Ev ery on e recogn izes the n eed of re­ 
v ision down ward, in a man n er n ot to 
distu rb 
bu sin ess 
con dition s 
more 
than n ecessary . A balan ced trade in 
the world is as n ecessary an d n atu ral 
as balan ced mon ey in the world. 
The presen t idea of Free Trade is 
a state where n o tariff ex ist; 
bu t 
when the labor con dition s of Eu rope 
are su ch, on accou n t of the cheap­ 
n ess of labor in Eu rope, as to mak e 
it impossible for America to com­ 
pete in certain lin es of man u factu re 
where her own n atu ral su pplies mak e 
it otherwise ex pedien t an d practic­ 
able for her to do so, free trade is 
impossible; 
an d the 
on ly 
way to 
equ alize con dition s, an d mak e trade 
balan ce, is to impose a tariff to offset 
the in equ ality . 
To u n derstan d the bearin g of the 
tariff on commercial con dition s on e 
mu st look ben eath 
the 
su rface of 
thin gs. What is the tariff? 
To pu t it in simple lan gu age, the 
tariff is an equ alizin g machin e, ad­ 
ju stable in its parts, adaptable to an y 
cou n try or climate, in ten ded to regu ­ 
late the n atu ral adv an tages or disad­ 
v an tages u n der which the differen t 
cou n tries labor, owin g to the div erse 
habits, cu stoms, abilities, an d mov e­ 
men ts of its peoples. 
Stron g, u n ­ 
con trollable in flu en ces k eep u p a 
con stan t flu ctation in in du strial an d 
commercial 
relation s between 
the 
differen t n ation s. There is n o way to 
offset this bu t by regu lation on an 
in du strial an d comercial basis. 
Each n aition mu st u se its discre­ 
tion as to how mu ch or how little 
regu lation is n ecessary ; bu t is han ­ 
dicapped at presen t by hav in g n o u n ­ 
iv ersal clearin g-hou se. 
The regu la­ 
tin g machin e in the han ds of each 
n ation is the best 
gu aran tee 
that 
each will respect an d con su lt the 
wishes of the others before mak in g 
an y mov e to u pset a proper equ ili­ 
briu m. 
When good bu sin ess con dition s in 
an y cou n try in v ite a great in crease 
in its popu lation with n o correspon ­ 
din g in crease in its farm produ cts 
each mon th, prices of food become 
dear u n der the in creased deman d. 
The popu lation of the world is free 
to mov e abou t, 
an d 
cau ses 
great 
chan ges in con dition s, ov erstock in g 
of mark ets with labor, an d depletin g 
of the 
mark ets 
of 
su pplies; 
the 
brin gin g together of “man y men of 
man y min ds,” all thin k in g themselv es 
ripe for citizen ship, su ch 
as 
they 
hav e been accu stomed to, bu t sadly 
lack in g, in n u merou s in stan ces, in 
the essen tial k n owledge an d train in g 
to mak e in telligen t v oters 
in 
their 
n ew en v iron men t. 
Thu s the tariff in 
an y cou n try may itself help to in v ite 
irregu larities u n less it is su pported l y 
the tariffs of other n ation s, where it 
may act as a deterren t to k eep peo­ 
ple at home. 
In short, the world is on e 
great 
whole, an d its parts 
are 
in terde­ 
pen den t. 
Separate 
regu lation 
de­ 
v ices applied on ly to parts, create, in 
other parts, more 
distu rban ce than 
they hav e power to con trol. The low 
places of the bu sin ess world n eed to 
be filled, an d the hills brou ght down 
«to the lev el. 


Bu t 
an y 
artificial 
con dition s 
brou ght abou t by the tariff can n ot 
be swept away by v iolen ce withou t 
driv in g hu n dreds of bu sin ess men to 
the wall, an d play in g hav oc in the 
cou n try .

by their high import an d ex port rec­ 
ords reliable en ou gh when applied to 
America, bu t v ery misleadin g when 
applied to a carry in g cou n try lik e 
En glan d, where goods is brou ght in 
to be immediately or later ex ported. 
These records do n ot show the work 
don e in a cou n try u n less separate 
records are k ept showin g the goods 
imported for ex port. 
These records 
are often difficu lt to get, an d en tail 
a tremdou s ex pen se of 
time 
an d 
mon ey . 
That the records are n ot 
strictly an d accu rately .k ^pt is a mat­ 
ter of common k n owledge, as on e 
can readily v erify by con v ersation 
with those who han dle the carry in g 
trade. 
Where on e mu st look for an in ­ 
dex of the labor con dition s of En g­ 
lan d is in the con dition an d min ds of 
the work ers. 
We may talk abou t the Declaration 
of In depen den ce, bu t fin d ou rselv es 
at the mercy of u n equ al commercial 
an d in du strial con dition s, that lik e a 
bu ildin g that has been u n dermin ed, 
are sway in g, an d may 
fall, if

properly su pported. 
The pressu re on the part of Great 
Britain has n ot been apparen t u n til 
recen tly . 
Now America is begin n in g 
to feel it. 
Mon th after mon th, an d y ear after 
y ear Great Britain has been pressin g 
down on her 
laborin g 
popu lation . 
“Free Trade” an d the feu dal sy stem 
k ept the laborer tu rn in g to America 
to fin d occu pation an d a home of his 
own . “Free trade” helped to foster 
the feu dal 
sy stem, there bein g 1. 0 
su fficien t deman d from a flou rishin g 
laborin g popu lation to lead the large 
lan d own er to thin k it worth while 
to part with his lan d. 
Both the ”Free Trade” of En glan d, 
an d the high tariff of America hav e 
fav ored 
u n equ al 
con dition s, 
an d 
hav e driv en an d lu red the laborer to 
America. He has come in great n u m­ 
bers. 
Had he come in good con di­ 
tion , we might n ow be able to con ­ 
gratu late ou rselv es. 
Bu t he comes 
today , an d has been comin g for some 
time, as a ran k socialist, if n ot a se­ 
cret an archist. 
He reads v ision ary 
book s settin g forth a gloriou s time to 
come when all will be happy 
an d 
equ al; bu t he has n o settled, prac­ 
tical ideas to back it u p. He is “the 
blin d leadin g the blin d.” He comes, in 
man y in stan ces, 
from 
cou n tries 
where freedom 
is 
u n k n own ; 
his 
min d has been dwarfted by oppres­ 
sion an d ign oran ce. He talk s widely 
abou t the American flag some day 
wav in g abov e the British flag; an d is 
in dan ger of pu ttin g en mity between 
the two cou n tries, sin ce, on accou n t 
of his prev iou s con dition , he brin gs 
n o patriotism with him, n o lov e for 
the lan d of his birth or sojou rn , an d 
ex pects to mak e a good citizen in the 
lan d of his adoption .

n ot 
tru e of all British emigran ts today . 
It is sadly tru e of a large proportion 
of the British emigran ts of the poor­ 
er class. 
When on e has 
to 
defen d 
Great 
Britain from the v itu peration of her 
owm citizen s, on e can feel a sen se of 
satisfaction in the thou ght that there 
are poin ts in bu sin ess tru th, alon g 
commercial lin es, in which En glan d 
can teach Ameriea today , an d can 
feel su re that the socialist with some 
En glish train in g, whether he is of 
British origin or n ot, tu rn s man y a 
warm an d k in dly thou ght to old En g­ 
lan d before he is en tirely in itiated in ­ 
to America. 


As lon g as some of ou r citizen s are 
in the pen iten tiary ; an d as lon g as we 
read sign s lik e this in 
o u t good ho­ 
tels: <rWatch whatev er y ou brin g in ­

common law. The writ of man date is 
the survival of a roy al p rerogative. 
Origin ally it was issued by the Kin g 
of En glan d in p erson , an d lat^r by 
his sp ecial cou rt of the Kin g's ben ch. 
“As the right was then ex ercised, 
an d as it has come down to us today 
in ou r In dian a code an d common law 
p ractice the sp ecific du ty deman ded 
must be clear an d certain , for, if the 
man date of the writ be for more re­ 
lief than the law warran ts, the writ 
is void an d n o relief at 
all can be 
gran ted un der it. 
“If the du ty sought to be en forc­ 
ed by writ of man date were alway s 
p erfectly clear an d un disp uted, there 
would be n o 
p articu lar

A gain st Recent Execution cf Jap­ 


anese Anarchists W heq th e Police 


Took a Hand. 


New York, Jan. 30.—In a battle with 
police m ore than 1,000 anarchists and 
sym pathizers w ere put to rout last 
night at Broadw ay and Leonard street. 
The anarchists, wild w ith enthusiasm , 
w ere at a turbulent m ass m eeting and 
w ere having th eir own way in the Jap­ 
anese consulate neighborhood at 3 
W all street, protesting against the 
hanging in Japan of Dr. 
D enjairo 
Koutko, his wife and ten students. 
The fight reached its climax when, 
afte r Police Captain Hodgins and the 
reserves of two stations had charged, 
ten policemen w restled with the mob 
for possession of the red flag which 
had waved at the head of the proces­ 
sion. A score of men and women w ere 
felled with clubs and the butts of re­ 
volvers before the policemen captured 
the flag and arrested 
five of the 
m archers. 
The singing of the M arseillaise by 
400 wom en who m arched in the rear 
of the anarchists sounded above the 
shouts of the mob, w hile police whis­ 
tles 
echoed 
distress 
signals 
from 
Broadw ay to Greenwich stree t on the 
w est and the Bowery on the east. 
More policem en arrived. They formed 
flying wedge, which sent the mob in 
flight into the side streets.
